6. Production Schedule for 1955

‘ The Committee's examination of the Tentative Production Schedule
for FY 1955 involved three considerations: a) re-examination of scheduled
sections under Maintenance; b) cut back in total scheduled sections to allow
for newly scheduled Chapters Ij and ¢) anticipated backlog at the end of
FY 1954 which would become a production requirement for FY 1955, This
examinatlon disclosed the following:

8. State dropped L maintenance sections from the new schedule,
The State member considered that the remainder met the fundamental
criteria established by the Carmittee. The othor members had no
changes to recommend in their maintevwmse schedules,

b, The Vice~Chairman pointed out that the Tentative Schedule
 for I'T 1955 appeared to be too heavy when consideration was given
to the new Chapters I, to the anticipated backlog at the end of
FY 1954, and to approximately 12 to 15 Chapter VI sections on the
Bloc Area which were still to be scheduled. Hse suggested that each
agency carefully examine its schedule with these considerations in
min

The State member estimated there would be defections for the
current year's production of no more than 15 to 20 sections » and that
these would be finished shortly after the new fiscal Yyear without
diminishing State's capabilities to handle the regular schedule,

. The Army member said he wes in the process of adjusting the
FY 55 Schedule for the mew Chapters I and would have Armyt's schedule
in shape very shortly,

The Vice-Chairman said that the Tentative Schedule for 1955
would be published as soon as Army's report was received, In the
meantime, the Committee agreed that the other agencies could promulgate
their own schedules, The Cammittee appreciated the fact that later
consideration would have to be given to the production requirements
for Chapter VI Sections on the Bloc Area.
